towards learning my duties while I wu ab 
ttml conHiled to MaoKab that I should lik 
lo hold au inspection of the convicts, wh 
wore all gathered on tho main deck i

charge of their warders and the marine 
who mounted sentry over them with bade 
muskets and lixed bayonets. 


I found that I had nmda an official appl 


cilion in tho right quarter by accident, ff 
MucNab immediately said : 


"At what time ? at puce ?" 
And when I replied in tho nffirumlivo,gai 


certain Bharp, short orders, the result i 
Wliich was that in loss than ten minutes 
warder came up to mo, touched his cup im 
reported : 


"Allrondy eir." 
And following him, I found tho couvicl

lion of them was a mere form,for,of course 
they wero sent ou board sound and clean 
but I mado certain suggestions with regar 
to tho sauH.iry arrangemouU between deck 
whore their hammocks wero sluug, an 
t'jeso were promptly attended to wher 
pfaclicable.

cannot imagine ; we played at least si 
hours daily out of the twenty four. 


When we got into tho broad swell of th 


A Man tie I had a week's seasickness, 'duriu 
which MauNttb had the best of mo at chesb 
ft id after I was well I began to have sum 
t-:oublo with tho convicts. 
What schemer 


they wero! Their one great object was t 
gJt a glass of grog or wine, which, coul 
only bo douo by my order, and they regulni 
ly Btudit'd the complaints for which I prc 
sjribedsuch medical comforts, and oithe 
sTmulnted 
or 
managed them artificially 


Greenhorn as I wss, they imposed upon, m 
rirely ut first, and just as I was getting u 
t3 tL«ir dodges we passed the Equator, ou 
there was s good deal of real sickness,whic] 
gave them the advantage again. As thin 
went on I became familiarized-with th 
rogues, and learned to look upon them a 
f jllow-men who had gone wrong, ratho 


. tban as wild beasts. I talked to them freely 


learned many of their histories—at leas 
their own versions or' them—and took con 
aiderablo interest in some of tho narrators 
Most of them were ignorant, debased crea 
turea, either born and bred to prey on thci 
fallow-creatures, or recruited from thomos 
neglected ranka of society; but there wer 
one or two exceptions—notably, a nmi 
who passed under tho namo of Williams 
who was gifted with rare abilities, and hat 
tho manners and address of a gentleman 
llis face would have afforded an interest 
ing study to a physiognomist, tho uppe: 
part being highly inlelluctual, tho lowe: 
part betokening unbounded sensuality.

crime was forgery of bank notes, Thii 
man never condescended to try and trick 
me, as the others did; neither did ho sulk 
like some of the better class-convicts, nor 
protest his iuuoconco, which was tho al-

universal custom. He 
was civil 


somewhat subdued in manner, and glad o. 
my conversation. He had. yielded lo the 
temptation of trying to make his fortune in 
tx> great a hurry, had failed, and was con 
tent to pay the .penalty, ho said. Though 
a "lifer," he by uo moans dosparcd of his 
future. Ho was informed that with ,gooi 
conduct he would soon be u free man with- 
in the limits of the colony, and hud per feel 
confidence iri his ability to onriin comfort- 
able livelihood if ho had that chnnce, 
And what did the country matter V Lift 
could bo mado as enjoyable in one phiuo ut 
another. Ho would not go back to England 
to bo cut by all his romtinns and former 
fiiends if ho could. . 


Plausibly as Williams uhvayn talked, 1 


mistrusted him. I ^noticed that ho had es- 
tablished a considerable influence over the 
other convicts, and constantly surprises 
him 
speaking 
earnestly 
in cor- 


ners to groups <5f live or six of them. On 
my appearances these- conferences broke 
up, and in spite of oil affectation of indif- 
ference I was certain on moro than one oc- 
casion that anxiety was felt lest I should 
have caught some word in passing. 
And I 


know, without being able to prove it, that 
secret signs wore exchanged between Wil- 
liams and at least a ecoro, whom i could 
have pointed out, habitually. 


Another convict who evidently had so i: 


power with hLs fellows was Lloyd, a Welsh 
sailor who had stabbed another in a quarrel 
and narrowly escaped tho gallows. 


But it was natural enough that an experi- 


enced sailor should obtain tho hearing of 
landsman during a voyage of such length, 
and I never suspected him of striving to in- 
fluence the others with any sinstor designs, 
&3 I certainly did Williams. 


But soon I had no tirno for idle specula- 


tion and suspicion; tho sickness, a fever, at 
tended by sympions which wore unfamiliar 
to me, increased, Soon there wero a score 
of convicts, several seamen, and one'of the 
marines clown with it. 


A mau died, was suwn up in his hammock 


a^d launched from tho gangway with a shot 
at his feet, MacNab reading the service over 
him. During tho ceremony one of thoso 
phenomena which make sailors so supersti- 
tious occurred.

Cauld not go on with his sketching, for tho 
perspiration dropping from his forehead 
blotted his work, and oven MacNab's ardor 
foe chess relaxed. I3ut I had little time to 
pUy with him—under such aggravating con- 
ditions tho fever raged. 
Deaths wero of 


flatly, sometimes of hourly occurronco ; wo 
•oan had to cast the bodies overboard with- 
out ceremony. 


On tho fourth day tho captain and ono 


O' his raatcH sickened, and tho shattered 
o institution of tho former caused him to 
•:.nk at ouca. Then Phippa took tho fever, 
»ai thought it was a mild attack, he was so 
foeblo as to bo unfit for duty. 


Such of tho convicts as escaped tho fever 


bigan to hold their heads erect and look 
you 
full in the t yes as they passed, as 


fiough thoy folt that death was bringing us 
•U to an .equality. 


Tho sixth day was tho most oppressive of 


f'l—it was literally difficult to draw brontb, 
aid though I escaped tho fever, I was 
knocked up for the lir.-it time. To do my 
work among.it tho dying and the dead WAS ii 
physical impossibility for me; I throw my- 
»lf down under tha awning on tho qiiartcr- 
4*3k, and lost nil eonsciousnCRp, probably 
remaining in a Unto of torpor for hours,
